County Clerk Ruzicka presented to the Board a letter from the Nebraska Department of
Natural Resources. The letter indicated that the county was not a part of the National
Flood Insurance Program and outlined what the benefits are to joining the program and
how to join. The board was unclear on if there would be any benefit to our community and
would like to get some feedback. County Clerk Ruzicka will post on social media to see if
we can get any response from the community and reach out to the Department of Natural
Resources for more information.
The board discussed with Road Maintainer Sherbeck and Loup County Hwy
Superintendent Johnson the agreements presented by Rock County for the shared roads.
Since last month a response was received from Rock County that if Loup County wanted
to make another agreement for Jordan Road, they would like to split Sitz Road. The Board
decided to leave the agreement as is. Brown moved to sign the “Jordan” agreement with
Rock County. 2" by Ruppel. Roll call vote; yes; Brown, Ralls, Ruppel. Nays; absent;
none, not voting; none.
